CLOSE relatives of a father-of-five 
killed in a hit-and-run have plead¬ 
ed not guilty for their part in his 
murder. 

Bill Treeby, 49, appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on April 9 where he denied mur¬ 
dering his brother Jack Treeby. 

The accused’s wife Charity, 50, and their 
sons Bill (Jnr), 29, and George, 22, were along¬ 
side him in the dock. 

They also deny murder. 

All four, of Queen Street, Paddock Wood, also 
denied attempting to murder Gary Treeby, 
Jack and Bill’s brother, and Jack’s young son - 
Jack (Jnr) - and conspiring to kill another 
brother, John Treeby 

The charges relate to events which took 
place on Sunday, December, 27, of last year, in 
Quarry Road, Tovil, in Maidstone. 

At 7pm, Jack Treeby, 43, from Rainham, was 
ploughed down by a Range Rover and crushed 
beneath its wheels. He died at the scene. 

His son was allegedly clipped by the vehicle 
and treated for minor injuries. 

Gaiy Treeby suffered life-threatening injuries 
during the incident, which were exacerbated 
by gunshot wounds, but has now recovered. 

A further count of conspiracy to murder John 
Treeby was also put to the four defendants. 

They are all accused of plotting his death 
between December 1 and 31 of last year. 

Judge Andrew Patience QC warned other 
family members, who sat in the public gallery 
to listen to their relatives’ pleas, to refrain 
from any outbursts during the hearing or he

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Fergie's killer 
aide misses 
court date

OFFICIALS were left baf¬ 
fled when convicted mur¬ 
derer Jane Andrews failed 
to show up in court to 
explain her escape from 
prison. 

Andrews, 42, a former royal aide 
to Sarah Ferguson, was due to 
appear at Maidstone Magistrates 
Court on Friday, last week, to face 
the consequences after absconding 
from East Sutton Park Prison. 

But court workers were at a loss 
to explain why she had failed to 
attend, even though she is current¬ 
ly detained in prison, believed to be 
Cookham Wood, near Rochester. 

Andrews sparked a nationwide 
search in November, last year, when 
she went missing from the women’s 
open prison, where she was serving 
a life sentence for murdering 
boyfriend Tom Cressman. 

She was noticed missing during 
an 8pm roll call. Police finally 
traced her, after three days on the 
run, to the Premier Inn at the M20 
services near junction eight. 

Andrews had checked in to the 
hotel just hours before her arrest 
with her elderly mother and father 
and her brother. 

Her parents had travelled by taxi 
from their home in Grimsby, to 
meet their fugitive daughter. 

Cabbie Darren Auckland, 40, was 
asked to stop outside a graveyard at 
12.30am, on Wednesday, November 
24, and was left “stunned” when the 
mud-caked former royal dresser 
stepped out of the bushes.

The family asked Auckland to 
drive them north back to Grimsby, 
but he refused and instead dropped 
them off at the hotel at 2am, just six 
miles from the prison. 

Police were tipped off about 
Andrews’ whereabouts by a friend 
of the taxi driver. 

The inmate, who was an aide to 
the Duchess of York for nine years, 
was jailed in 2001 for bludgeoning 
and stabbing her boyfriend to death 
after he refused to marry her. 

Andrews would have been eligible 
for parole in February, 2012, after 
her minimum sentence was 
reduced from 15 to 12 years. 

It is likely her latest offence will 
result in an extended sentence. 

A police spokeswoman said the 
reason for Andrews’ non-appear¬ 
ance last week has not been dis¬ 
closed by the prison service. 

The case at Maidstone 
Magistrates Court has been 
adjourned until Tuesday, when it is 
hoped Andrews will appear. 


Partner agencies are

Widdecombe target 
of anti-Lords protest

to protest against the possibility of 
retiring MP Ann Widdecombe being 
elevated to the House of Lords. 

On Friday, members of the Power 
2010 group dressed as Lords in 
Maisdstone town centre and asked 
shoppers to sign a petition demand¬ 
ing no more invitations to join the 
unelected House of Lords. 

A day of action was held nation¬ 
wide in constituencies where the 
retiring MP is likely to be invited to 
adopt the honour, including 
Maidstone and Weald’s Ms 
Widdecombe. 

Protesters want the three main 
party leaders to introduce a fully 
elected second chamber in the next 
Parliament and not appoint any 
more Peers.

Relatives deny Treeby murder charges

would be “forced to deal” with them 
“there and then”. 

It is not known if Karen Treeby, 
wife of Jack (Snr), was present. 

Speaking shortly after her hus¬ 
band’s death, Mrs Treeby said: “He 
did not deserve what happened to 
him. I feel like my heart as been 
ripped open. 

'We have been robbed of a wonder¬ 
ful, caring man who will live in our 
hearts for ever.” 

Jack Treeby was laid to rest after 
an extravagant funeral in Bredhurst 
on February 8. 

His gold-plated coffin was taken to 
St Peter’s Church by horse-drawn 
carriage and was followed by a pro¬ 
cession of eight black limousines and 
seven flat-bed lorries, each carrying 
floral tributes thought to be worth 


thousands of pounds. The flower 
arrangements included a bench 
press, tractor, forklift truck, a train 
and a large photo of Mr Treeby with 
the words ‘My Brother Jack’. 

The family members accused of his 
death have been remanded in cus¬ 
tody until September 27, when they 
will face a four-week trial. They all 
face the following charges: 

• The murder of Jack Treeby. 

• The attempted murder of Gary 
Treeby. 

• Causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent to Gary Treeby. 

• The attempted murder of Jack 
Treeby (Jnr). 

• Attempting to inflict grievous bod¬ 
ily harm on Jack Treeby (Jnr). 

• Conspiracy to murder John 
Treeby between December 1 and 
31.

PARENTS of a baby diagnosed 
with a life-threatening disease 
celebrated a day they feared they 
would never see - their son’s sec¬ 
ond birthday. 

Chris and Alice Yelf, from Maidstone, had 
no idea their son Bertie had biliary atresia - 
a rare liver disease which causes the organ’s 
bile ducts to become blocked - until he was 
diagnosed at eight-weeks old. 

The worried parents rushed their newborn 
baby to hospital after his jaundice, which he 
was bom with, persisted and they were told 
Bertie would need surgery to save him from 
the life-threatening illness. 

Bertie recovered well and on Saturday, 
April 10 he turned two years old - much to 
his parents’ delight. 

Mr Relf said: “It was lucky that Bertie’s 
liver disease was caught when it was, as the 
surgery he had is best performed as early as 
possible. 

“He recovered quickly and, with daily med¬ 
ication and regular hospital visits, he is just 
a joy. 

“He is bumbling all over the place and is 
really talkative. We celebrated his birthday 
with family and friends.” 

Throughout the agonising wait for Bertie 
to recover in hospital, an officer from the 
Children’s Liver Disease Foundation (CLDF) 
visited the family and offered them advice 
and comfort. 

Mrs Relf said: “A CLDF families officer vis¬ 
ited us in hospital. She was excellent and so 
reassuring, giving us vital information on 
Bertie’s disease, his operation, transplanta¬ 
tion and what help is available. 

“This came on a day we were terrified 
about coping - CLDF is a true lifeline to fam¬ 
ilies like ours.” 

The husband and wife team say they are 
tmly grateful to the foundation and hope 
their story will encourage others to help con¬ 
tinue research. 

Catherine Arkley, chief executive of CLDF, 
added: “Whilst CLDF-funded research 
means we know more about Bertie’s liver 
condition than ever before, we have only 
touched the surface. 

“There is still so much to do. Research is 
expensive and we really need every bit of

help and support that the public can give, 
particularly in these difficult times. 

“It’s vital that childhood liver disease is 
identified and treated as early as possible as 
this really can save lives. 

“I urge parents, parents to be and commu¬ 
nity healthcare professionals to be alert to 
the signs and symptoms to look for, which are 
covered in CLDF's Yellow Alert campaign.” 

The husband and wife, who are now 
expecting another baby, have been told by 
doctors their son will likely need a transplant 
in the future. 

Mrs Yelf added: “It will be fantastic for 
Bertie to have someone to grow up with and 
we aren’t worried about our next child hav¬ 
ing a liver disease. 

“I believe everything we have been through 
already has made us prepared for whatever 
comes our way.”

THE devastated wife of a loving 
father-of-three killed in a motorbike 
crash has paid tribute to his “gener¬ 
ous spirit”.

“However much time I would have had with 
Darren, it would never have been enough.” 

Although Mr Saunders had a strong passion 
for life and bikes, his wife said his family was the

most important thing to him and that they are all 
struggling to come to terms with their tragic loss. 

She added: “I couldn’t have asked for a better 
father for the kids - he was always playing with 
them, whether it was tractor rides for Elbe of rid¬ 
ing dirt bikes with Jack, he would do anything for 
them, he had so much patience. 

“Nothing was ever too much trouble for Darren. 
He was always helping eveiyone. 

“He’d never let you down and was always there 
to cheer you up with a constant smile.” 

Maidstone-bom Mr Saunders met his future 
wife on a blind date, set up by friends. They hit it 
off instantly and married in April 2006. 

Speaking of her late husband, Mrs Saunders 
said: “His smile is what I remember most - it’s 
the first and last thing I see when I close my eyes.

missed among his closest friends. 

His best friend, Patrick, said: “He was so special 
to so many people and had a personality as big as 
his size, making eveiyone feel special. 

“He always had a funny stoiy to tell and would 
never be able to finish before bursting into laugh¬ 
ter himself. 

“Darren drew people in with his warm person¬ 
ality, taking people on face value and concentrat¬ 
ing on the person inside.” 

The father-of-three’s funeral was held at 
Harrietsham Church on Friday. 

Police continue to investigate the fatal crash 
and officers returned to the scene, outside the 
Cheny Tree Pub, on Saturday, April 4, in hope of 
finding more witnesses - but with no success.

THE mother of a teenage cheerleader 
who died from deep vein thrombosis has 
revealed she complained of pain hours 
before she collapsed. 

Beverly Porter, from Maidstone, told a 
national newspaper 
how her daughter 
Charlotte, 17, had 
sent her a text mes¬ 
sage during lessons 
on the day she died 
complaining of an 
“achey leg” after it 
had begun to swell 
and turn purple. 

The distraught 
mother took the 
Maplesden Noakes 
student to hospital 
later that day, where she collapsed in 
front of horrified friends and family. 

Doctors tried to revive her for two 
hours but pronounced her dead at 10pm, 
ten hours after the swelling began. 

Speaking to the Daily Mail, Ms Porter, 
47, said: “I knew something was wrong 
but never thought it was DVT. If she was 
71 years old, not 17, then you would 
expect that sort of thing. 

“The doctors said to us it was very, very 
rare to happen to someone so young.” 

Yourmaidstone reported last week 
that more than 1,000 members have 
joined an online group in her memory 
and that a tribute wall has been set up 
in the school’s common room. 

Mourners also came together on 
Friday and Sunday evenings to release 
paper lanterns in her honour.

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Civil rights group want 
police over kept images

KENT Police could face a flood of 
High Court cases after being 
accused of breaking privacy laws 
by storing photographs of innocent 
motorists. 

Campaigners from the civil rights group 
Liberty have vowed to support anyone who 
wants to take legal action against the force 
after a report by the National Policing 
Improvement Agency revealed that pictures 
taken using automatic number plate recog¬ 
nition (ANPR) technology - which are stored 
for up to two years - sometimes catch pas¬ 
sengers’ faces. 

The Liberty threat could spell particular 
trouble for Kent which has so far invested 
£5.3 million into the system and claims to be 
one of the leading constabularies in the UK 
for using ANPR. 

The technology, launched nationally in 
2006, is used to detect criminal activity, rang¬ 
ing from motorists with no insurance to 
stolen cars. 

In Kent it records the movements of one 
million cars a day using 200 hidden cameras 
in undisclosed locations. 

A Liberty spokeswoman said police origi¬ 
nally said the system would be used only to 
identify unlicensed and uninsured drivers. 

“Now we see it being used for a myriad of 
purposes without any public debate,” she 
added. 

Motorists without tax, MOT or insurance 
are most at risk of being stopped on the road 
due to the system being linked up to the 
national DVLA database, but vehicles used 
in criminal activity have also been detected. 

As well as the fixed cameras, a team of 
dedicated mobile ANPR officers travel 
around the county stopping vehicles that 
have been flagged up. 

But drivers’ groups have also criticised the 


system, claiming everyone is being treated 
as a potential criminal. 

Ian Taylor, Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers, said although 
motorists understand the reasons behind 
APNR, keeping details of innocent drivers 
for so long is unnecessary. 

“We know it helps target criminals, we 
have no argument with that, but why does 
the system need to look at everyone and 
then keep their details, often of their faces, 
for such a long time?” he said. 

“Police are treating everyone as a potential 
criminal, being tagged and tracked wherev¬ 
er they go. 

Criticised 

“In the past, officers stopped people who 
had done something wrong, but now every¬ 
one is treated as though they are criminals. 

“We have concerns about this information 
and control. How long before we are con¬ 
trolled on when or where we travel?” 

This is not the first time Kent Police has 
come under fire for its use of ANPR. 

Last year it emerged that officers had used 
the technology to monitor protesters during 
the infamous Climate Camp rally at 
Kingsnorth in 2008, and that law-abiding 
citizens were later pulled over for no other 


reason than that they had attended a 
demonstration. 

Chief Insp Simon Black, head of ANPR at 
Kent Police, said it was unlikely images of 
innocent people would ever be viewed. 

He said: “Cameras read the number plates 
on vehicles and do on occasions capture 
an image of the front seat passengers, but 
the primary objective of ANPR is to capture 
the make, model and colour of the vehicle 
to provide assistance in bringing offenders 
to justice. 

“We retain the information - as required 
by the Data Information Commissioner in 
his ruling in January this year - for two 
years. 

“The ANPR system reads about one mil¬ 
lion number plates a day, but if the vehicles 
are insured, taxed and have not been used in 
relation to a criminal offence then it is 
unlikely the images will ever be viewed. 

“Therefore a person’s privacy is not 
compromised.” 

Last week Kent Police was also criticised 
for handing out Speedwatch equipment to 
members of the public. 

The force was accused of using ‘Big 
Brother’ techniques, allowing residents to 
monitor the speed of drivers in Canterbury, 
Whitstable and Heme Bay. 


Kent university scientist involved in vital 
breakthrough with battle against cancer 


SLOWLY but surely scientists are edging 
towards a cure for cancer - and now a Kent 
medical research team has revealed a new 
breakthrough in the long battle. 

Dr Mark Howard’s research at the 
University of Kent’s School of Biosciences 
has led to the development of a new tech¬ 
nique that will deliver cancer treatments 
direct to certain tumours, and he has now 
patented the discovery. 

It is primarily aimed at targeting pancre¬ 
atic cancer - which is currently very difficult 
to treat - and involves cancer-targeting 
peptides binding to a complex protein found 
in high levels on many tumour cells, but 
absent in most normal tissues. 

By seeking out this protein and binding 
to it the peptides can deliver cancer treat¬ 
ments directly to the site with increased pre¬ 
cision and reduced side effects. 

And the treatment is so effective it is not 
going to be years before it’s used. 

In fact, the American company Aura 
Biosciences Inc has already licensed the tech¬ 
nique from Cancer Research Technology. 

Dr Howard’s role in this development 
involved identifying the shape of the peptides.

He said: “These peptides have a particular 
three-dimensional shape enabling them to 
specifically target this tumour-associated 
protein in a more effective way than ever 
observed before. 

“We were able to model different peptide 
shapes and see a clear link between shape 
and effectiveness.” 

Dr Howard, a member of the school’s 


Protein Science Research Group, added that 
the technology has potential within tumour 
imaging and therapy for efficient identifica¬ 
tion and eradication of cancers. 

The senior lecturer joined the School of 
Biosciences in 2001 and his research inter¬ 
ests include the structural and dynamic 
characterisation of bio-chemically relevant 
molecules, enhanced structural stability in 
proteins and peptides, as well as advancing 
nuclear magnetic resonance spectroscopy. 

Collateral damage when treating cancer 
cells has long been a major problem. 

But Dr Phil L’Huillier, director of business 
management at CRT, said: “These peptides 
have the potential to seek out and destroy 
cancer cells, leaving the surrounding areas 
unharmed. 

“We believe this technology could have par¬ 
ticular strengths in delivering treatments for 
cancers that have limited treatment options, 
such as pancreatic and head and neck cancer. 

“Crucially this targeted treatment could 
also reduce the side effects that are common¬ 
ly associated with standard therapies. 

“We look forward to the results of this pro¬ 
gramme with great interest.”

Pupils used 'secret 
mobiles' to grade 
teachers' lessons 

A SCHOOL gave pupils mobile telephones so they could send 
criticism of their teachers to more senior members of staff, 
claims a concerned union member. 

Speaking at the annual Association of Teachers and Lecturers 
conference, teacher John Rivers revealed that children as young 
as 11 had used the technology to give instant ratings on their 
teachers' abilities to senior staff, and even during lessons. 

He said that about 20 youngsters at the un-named secondary 
school in Kent were given the phones during what was called a 
"quality assurance" week. 

Mr Rivers, who teaches information and communication 
technology (ICT) at a different school in the county, said he was 
contacted for advice by colleagues at the school in question. 

He said: "I have no problem generally in asking pupils how 
they felt about my lesson. It’s just I believe there should be clear 
guidance about how those observations should be conducted 
and reported." 

Mr Rivers said the scheme was part of a drive spearheaded 
by the Government to make teaching staff more accountable for 
their style of running a classroom. 

The conference was told of similar examples of schoolchildren 
apparently getting too much power when it comes to the con¬ 
tent of lessons, behaviour policies and even the hiring and firing 
of staff. One example of excessive pupil power was when they 
interviewed a man and two women teachers for a job, and then 
picked the one they thought was the most attractive. 

Plus a teacher seeking promotion was rejected for not singing 
the Michael Jackson hit Bad during an interview. 

Speaking to reporters after the conference had finished, Mr 
Rivers said teachers at the Kent school were concerned they had 
not been forewarned or consulted on the scheme. 

He said: "I understand it just happened. Staff were not aware 
of how it worked and there was a lack of transparency. I sup¬ 
pose staff must feel it's a bit threatening if it's not transparent." 

A spokesman for the Department for Children, Schools and 
Families said it believed pupils should play an active role in their 
own learning and in the development of their schools. However, 
both KCC and Medway Council said it was unaware of mobile 
phones being used in any of its schools to critique teaching staff. 

Homework giving 
parents' headache 

PARENTS asked to help with school homework are feeling the 
pressure as they struggle to support their child's learning, a new 
report has revealed. 

Almost 80 per cent in the South East admitted to not 
understanding the curriculum, with 50 per cent of youngsters 
confessing to feeling confused when their parents try to help. 

The report 'I'm stuck - can you help me?' - commissioned by 
the Government agency Becta aims to provide parents in Kent 
with information to show them how to support their children. 

Schools are also being encouraged to set up websites and 
learning platforms to equip confused parents with the resources 
they need to help with homework. 

Neil McLean, executive director of Becta, said using technolo¬ 
gy in this way is extremely beneficial to a child's learning. 

"Schools benefit from from parents' involvment and if children 
feel they are getting the right support from the schools and 
families, this has a positive effect on their grades," he said. 

The report revealed 81 per cent of parents in the region are 
asked for help with homework by their children at least once a 
week. And one in ten parents confessed they felt unable to sup¬ 
port their child, which was having a profound emotional effect. 

Becta is pushing for schools to get involved in its Next 
Generation Learning programme, which urges education officials 
to use technology to link parents with their child's curriculum. 

There are already a number of schools in Kent leading the way 
using ICT to improve links between work at school and at home.

Diary of a captive 
train passenger 

Southeastern train passengers 


were subjected to three hours plus 
stuck in a landslide between 
Maidstone East and Bearsted on 
Friday, February 26. 

I arrived at Maidstone East to 
catch the 17.57 to Ashford, after a 
seminar at Police HQ. The train 
was a few minutes late. 

I was told there was a slight 
delay as there may be a ‘small’ 
landslide near Bearsted. 

There were about 60 passengers 
in the rear four coaches and 20-plus 
in the front two. 

18.05: We’re underway, trundling 
down the line until we grind to a 
halt. We’ve hit something - it’s too 
dark to see properly. 

18.25: Told an engineer has been 
sent for to assess whether we can 
get going. He’s just left Paddock 
Wood! Half an hour’s wait. 

19.00: He’s arrived, and has a 
big torch. We’re trying to be light¬ 
hearted about it. 

He’s ‘assessing the situation’. 

19.15: Upline train passes. People 
are trying to keep families etc 
updated on their mobiles. 

19.30ish: They need to cut away a 
bit of chicken wire. 

The previous train has lurched to a 
halt at Lenham having ripped up 
the fence (Oh joy). 

There’s a pregnant women in the 
front two coaches, needing water. 
There’s none available. 

19.45: They’re sending another 
train from Ashford to detrain us 
across to it - probably back to 
Maidstone East. 

19.55: Guard, who’s doing her best, 
regains mobile signal, but says they 


are looking for the passenger 
ramp to get people across. 

20.05: We’re trying to be upbeat, 
but the mood in the rear three 
carriages is apparently rather 
‘ugly’. 

We’re all getting rather 
hungry and thirsty too. 

20.10: Some more workmen are 
coming to dig us out. 

20.15: Upline train passes. 

Anyone, know how to contact 
International Rescue? 

20.20: Power’s off altogether, we’re 
in the dark and it’s getting cold in 
here anyway. 

20.30ish: Let there be light - three 
diggers have arrived. Er, with an 
arc light, a few torches, some large 
wire cutters and a couple of spades. 
20.50: We’re watching them dig, 
cut and a bit of chain-sawing (but 
only a bit). 

They’re looking up at the landslide 
- will more come down? Mud looks 
pretty sodden... 

21.00: More digging - can train get 
past? 

21.15: Upline train passes. 

21.20: Power on again. We lurch, 
then stop, then move again, Crawl 
into Bearsted. Passengers from 
London etc detrain. 

What about the rest of us? (We’re 
waiting for the signalman to say - 
the signal’s green anyway though) 
21.25: Everybody off - on to waiting 
coaches. No sign, of course, of any 
refreshments; then clambering over 
the bridge. 

I’m tired already ... Pile on to 
coaches. First one goes full, I’m on 
the second one with a few others. 
Train departs. Coach driver says 
the train’s been sent empty to 
Ashford so the line must have been 
cleared earlier! (Coach driver says 
they’ve been mucked about as well) 
22.00: Arrive Ashford Inti: No staff 
to meet us. 

We are left to fend for ourselves as 
they hide in their cubby-holes, for 
half an hour on freezing platforms 
for trains to Folkestone, Hastings 
and Canterbury. 

23.00: Arrive home, five hours after 
leaving Maidstone East (cold, tired 
hungry, thirsty and ‘rather angry’.) 

Why was this train let through in 
the first place? Why were SE 
Trains relying on the driver alone, 
with a lot of passengers onboard, to 
assess the situation. 

Why did an engineer, and later 
team, have to come from Paddock 
Wood to assess the situation? 

Why couldn’t they find the pas¬ 
senger transfer ramp? 

Why were no refreshments 
offered at Bearsted? Why was the 
train allowed to go to Ashford, 
while we had to go by coach? 

Why was no one at Ashford to 
assist with onward travel? 

When will SE Trains be doing 
major remedial work at this 
point on the line to ensure that no 
further landslips occur? 

The obvious answer to all of the 
above? 

Oh it’ll cost us money, it’s not effi¬ 
cient or cost-effective et al, so you 
lot will have to make do with feeble 
excuses, unmeant apologies, loads 
of PR and spin etc, being cold,tired, 
hungry etc, while we laugh all the 
way to the bank.

'will be hit' by cuts 


Drugs, weapons and cigs 
all stopped at the border

A CHILDREN’S services union has 
warned of a potential drop in achieve¬ 
ment in Kent schools if “deep funding 
cuts” are not properly considered. 

It follows an announcement in 
February by Kent County Council that 
some 260 jobs could be slashed from its 
department for children, families and 
education in a bid to save £8million. 

At the time Cllr Sarah Hohler - cabi¬ 
net member for the department - insist¬ 
ed frontline services would not be affect¬ 
ed, but professional schools improve¬ 
ment staff now believe performance lev¬ 
els will be hit. 

Children’s services union Aspect, said 
the restructuring would mean cuts in 
services that offer professional support 
to schools. 

Restructuring within the department 
would see seven per cent of jobs lost. In 
secondary schools improvement teams, 
however, there could be a 50 per cent 
reduction in staffing, with no current 
indication of redeployment in other 
areas, according to Aspect. 

Union officials and school workers 
argued the plans were developed with little 
or no consultation with key stakeholders. 

But Rosalind Turner, managing direc¬ 
tor for children, families and education 
at KCC, said: “We are not yet half way 
through the consultation and we are 
interested in any additional proposals to 
deliver the required efficiencies.” 

She added that despite the possible 
changes, a high degree of support for 
schools would be maintained. 

“Our strategy is to reduce management 
and administration as much as possible, 
and to protect direct services to children, 
young people and families,” she said. 


BORDER control officers based 
across Kent helped seize more than 
£237 million worth of illegal drugs 
in just one year. 

They also helped prevent 27,000 dangerous 
weapons from reaching the streets as well as 
557 million smuggled cigarettes representing a 
loss in tax revenue of £109 million. 

Launched on April 1, 2009, the UK Border 
Agency was formed when customs and immi¬ 
gration officers joined forces as one single 
organisation. It is based in Dover and is also 
represented at the French ports of Calais, 
Coquelles, Dunkirk and Boulogne. 

Regional director Tony Smith said: “The pub¬ 
lic expects us to keep the UK border safe and 
secure at all times because drugs, illegal immi¬ 
gration and contraband damage communities 
and businesses. That’s why we have a strong 
new force at the border with combined customs 
and immigration powers, which works 24 hours 
a day to stop illegal immigrants and smugglers.” 

During the past year more than a million 
freight vehicles have been searched at British 
border controls in northern France and 
Belgium, with 29,000 illegal attempts to cross 
the Channel thwarted. 

Notable successes include the seizure of 
£3.7m of drugs from just one lorry - which was 



loaded with oil drums packed with heroin, 
amphetamine, ecstasy and cannabis - as well 
as the discovery of 5kg of cocaine hidden in a 
car bumper and 1.2 tonnes of hand-rolling 
tobacco concealed in a cargo of boilers. 

The agency also carries out intelligence-led 
operations to catch illegal workers and other 
immigration offenders. 

Where companies are found using illegal 
workers they face a fine of up to £10,000 per 
employee. Examples include the arrest of six 
onion farmers from Iraq and Palestine who

were caught working at a farm in north Kent, 
and a £30,000 fine for the Hands On Car Wash 
firm in Ashford, Tenterden and Folkestone that 
was found to be employing illegal immigrants. 

Large companies have also been caught out 
as well, such as the Whitstable branch of 
Domino’s Pizza that was fined £10,000 for giv¬ 
ing work to an illegal Indian and Kosovan. 

Mr Smith added: “We are dedicated to stop¬ 
ping drugs getting onto our streets, removing 
illegal migrants and locking up or deporting the 
most serious criminals. 

We will continue to crack down on foreign 
nationals who don’t play by the rules, and the 
people and organisations behind them.”

- A Night Out With Tommy 
Cooper gives both established fans and 
younger audiences the chance to hear his best 
gags performed live once again, as Clive 
Mantle stars in this hilarious and fascinating 
show. 

Even though Cooper died on stage 26 years 
ago, he is still widely regarded as one of the 
UK’s most popular comedians of all time and 
continues to command great affection and 
respect.

He trained with magician Geoffrey Durham, 
also known as the Great Sorprendo, to master 
Cooper’s deceptively clever tricks and perfect 
the shambolic act that endeared Cooper to so 
many people. 

Written by John Fisher, who worked with 
Cooper for many years, the show not only cel¬ 
ebrates his remarkable talent but also 
explores the darker side of Cooper’s life. But 
the show is designed to celebrate the memory 
of a very human but very gifted performer, and 
fans of all ages will enjoy the uproariously 
funny production. 

While serving during World War II, Cooper 
performed in a NAAFI entertainment party 
and hit on the idea of performing magic tricks 
with accompanying jokes.

He entered show business in the mid-1940s 
and took his act around variety theatres, 
including London’s famous Windmill Theatre. 
Cooper had already noted that his failed tricks 
were even more popular with audiences than 
his successful ones, but he would continue to 
occasionally pull off a spectacular trick to sur¬ 
prise his fans. 

After making his television debut in a BBC 
talent show in 1948, Cooper landed his own 
series and became one of the country’s best¬ 
loved comedians. 

However, his heavy drinking and smoking 
habits took a toll on his health and contributed 
to a decline in his television work. 

Cooper’s drinking also affected his personal 
life, leading to accusations of wife-beating and 
infidelity, and this show does shine a light into 
the darker comers of Cooper’s life. 

But the production also celebrates the 
remarkable talent and warmth of this iconic 
performer, who suffered a heart attack in front 
of a live television audience in 1984. 

At first his collapse was assumed to be part 
of the act, but he had become seriously ill and 
died that evening. 

Clive Mantle will be familiar to viewers from 


his roles in Casualty, Holby City and The Vicar 
of Dibley. As a lifelong fan of Cooper, he will be 
fulfilling a cherished dream by stepping into 
the comic’s shoes and bringing this unforget¬ 
table performer back to the stage. 

During the rehearsal process, Mantle had 
the chance to try on Cooper’s favourite fez, 
which was a truly magical moment for the 
actor. 

Whether you are a long-term fan of the

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More teenage angst for Page 
as she takes up roller derby

YOUTH springs eternal for Ellen 
Page. 

Oscar-nominated for her role as a pregnant 
16-year-old in Juno, the 23-year-old Canadian 
actress has forged a career playing dysfunc¬ 
tional and pithy teenagers. 

There are more growing pains in Whip It!, 
the auspicious directorial debut of Drew 
Barrymore based on the novel Derby Girl by 
Shauna Cross. 

Set in the cut-throat world of women’s roller 
derby, this unabashedly entertaining tale of 
female empowerment puts a traditional com- 
ing-of-age story on four wheels and celebrates 
the sisterly solidarity within a low-ranked 
team as its feisty members body-check their 
way up the league. 

Novelist Cross lovingly adapts her book for 
the screen and she retains all of the humour 
and the pathos, keeping the tone relatively 
light to hold the interest of teenage audiences 
who will appreciate the heroine’s struggle for 
independence and the hip soundtrack laden 
with Kaiser Chiefs, MGMT, The Breeders, 
Peaches and The Raveonettes. 

Hormonal teenager Bliss Cavendar (Page) 
lives in sleepy Bodeen, Texas, where she is at 
the mercy of her beauty pageant-obsessed 
mom, Brooke (Marcia Gay Harden). 

Ungainly and unfeminine, Bliss stands little 
chance of winning the Miss Blue Bonnet 
Pageant, which Brooke is convinced will be her 
daughter’s ticket to fame and fortune. 

While shopping with Brooke and sister 
Shania, Bliss sees a flyer for roller derby trials 
and she secretly attends the tryout in Austin 
for league underdogs, the Hurl Scouts. 

Maggie Mayhem and Smashley Simpson 
(played by Drew Barrymore) take Bliss under 
their wing and with their encouragement, the 
plucky teen discovers her calling as her alter 
ego, Babe Ruthless. 

The introduction of the ballsy new member 



to the Hurl Scouts catalyses a dramatic 
change in fortunes, setting up the inevitable 
championship showdown with Iron Maven 
and her brutal posse. 

Meanwhile, Bliss drifts apart from best 
friend Pash and embarks on a romance with 
musician Oliver. 

Whip It! follows in the skating tracks of 
countless other portraits of teen angst, but 
Barrymore invests her first feature with ener¬ 
gy and a tasteful, underwater sex scene. 

Page imbues Bliss with spunk and vulnera¬ 
bility and the scenes with Harden’s pushy 


mother runs the gamut of laughter and tears. 

There are tender scenes too between Bliss 
and her father Earl, who confides: “I like 
smart girls. That’s why I married your moth¬ 
er... and knocked her up.” 

The cast appear to do many of their own 
stunts on the roller derby rink. Every time 
they get knocked down, we cheer them to get 
back up again.

OVER Easter we got our first real 
taste of the latest incarnation of one 
of TV’s most loved characters, and it 
was an encouraging beginning. 

Matt Smith has got off to a great 
start as the new Doctor. 

His portrayal of the character is 
closer in essence to Tom Baker than 
David Tennant, adding a little more 
humour, mystery and quirkiness to 
the mix than his predecessor. 

Tennant was right to leave when 
he did - his tenure had run out of 
steam and he looked more than 
ready to move on. 

The man’s a fine actor, but lacked 
the oddness that makes a truly great 
Doctor - although I know millions 
would disagree. 

Russell T Davies, the main mover 
behind the total regeneration of the 
character and show has also left, 
although he must take much of the

credit for reviving a genuine TV gem. 

It was time for both to let some 
new ideas come through, however. 

If I had seen another episode 
where the plot was resolved by 
someone pushing a button or the use 
of a sonic screwdriver, then I may 
have been lost as a fan forever. 

Episode one in the new series, The 
Eleventh Hour, was the strongest I’ve 
seen in a long time, and new 
assistant Amy Pond (Karen Gillan) 
looks the perfect companion for 
Smith’s scattier, more irreverent 
Time Lord. 

She’s a bit more strait-laced than 
Billie Piper’s Rose Tyler, and it’s good 
to see a lot of thought has gone into 
the assistant’s role again. 

It’s often that character, and their 


chemistry with the title character, 
that makes or breaks the series. 

One backward step that seems to 
have been taken is with the special 
effects, which have certainly not been 
as good so far. 

But this is Doctor Who, and while 
we may not be going back to the era 
of monsters made out of bubblewrap, 
the focus must be on the stoiy. 

The Daleks and Cybermen will 
return but the show has been at its 
strongest when new foes, such as the 
Judoon and the Slitheen, were 
introduced, so let’s hope for more 
original baddies with an appetite for 
destruction. 

The onus now is on Steven Moffat, 
who in recent years has written 
many of the best episodes, to take the 
character somewhere new in space 
and time. 

It’s an exciting time to be a geek.

JAGUAR is making light of the sluggish 
UK economy - it doubled sales of its 
sleek XF executive car in March against 
March 2009. 

Sales of all Jaguars are also more than 
one per cent up for the month, not bad 
when it was effectively a two-model 
brand - the junior X-Type model was 
axed in late 2009, and the all-new XJ is 
not on sale until May. The surge has 
been helped by the improved diesel 
power of the XF (£29,900) complement¬ 
ing the car’s sports saloon lines.

Citroen C3 targeting a more 
discerning small car market 


CITROEN launched a vastly 
improved C3 supermini model 
earlier this year. 

Despite a cuddly, egg-shaped design evoking 
the brand’s classic 2CV, I thought the previous 
car pretty average. 

However, friendly imagery and occasionally 
bonkers discounting helped blind motoring 
Francophiles to the car’s cramped cabin, 
sloppy driving characteristics and poor build. 

But Citroen must have seen that would-be 
downsizers and generally more discerning con¬ 
sumers would not be so short-sighted this time. 

So the new car (from £10,790) looks and feels 
much classier and able to deliver a larger car 
feel for those who really are trading a family 
hatchback or something bigger in favour of 
this little five-door supermini. 

We tested the car via Wilmoths Citroen at 
Maidstone where general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton was quick to defend the old car 
yet promote its successor: 

‘You’ve got to remember that the original C3 
came out seven years ago and things have 
moved fast in the industry and at Citroen, but 
it has been a good seller for us and will contin-

ue to offer value as a used buy. The new car 
takes us to a new level and we expect to do 
well with it.” 

The test car was an upmarket 1.4 Exclusive 
with a lively 95bhp VTi 16v petrol engine 
(£14,090), with interior chroming, leather trim¬ 
ming and auto climate and cruise controls. 

But it also had the eye-catching Zenith 
panoramic front screen - the new C3’s trade¬ 
mark. This is standard on all but the VT entry 
model and comes with a neat pull-down interi¬ 
or ‘roof and sun visors. 

It’s a stylish luxury touch to the C3 range and 
defines its more upmarket stance this time. 

There is little disappointment on the move 
either, with a better balance of ride comfort 
and handling than before and the 1.4 engine 
is well-suited to the car, though there are 1.1 
and 1.6-litre petrol alternatives plus 1.4 and 
1.6 diesels. 

My only criticism on the test was a slightly 
sloppy gearshift, which may irritate keen driv¬ 
ers. But there is so much more to like about 
this smarter and swisher C3. 

It should be cheap to run too, with a range of 
frugal low emission engines plus a miserly 
ultra-eco Airdream version from £14,490.

Ombudsman's demand

Landlords and tenants would benefit from 
closure of legislative loopholes, says report

AS THE size of the average mortgage 
increases, so too does the need to protect 
your partner and your family against 
being left with a huge debt should the 
worst happen. 

The death of the main breadwinner is 
bad enough without the added problem 
of where to find a four-figure mortgage 
payment each month. There are a num¬ 
ber of ways in which you can protect 
yourself and your home, and I am being 
asked for advice from more and more 
clients who want to make sure they 
won’t have to worry about losing their 
home as well as a loved one. 

Term assurance is probably the sim¬ 
plest type of protection and often the 
cheapest. It simply pays out if the 
insured person dies and can either be on 
a level or a decreasing basis depending 
on the reason for the cover. 

Critical illness cover is similar way but 
has the added benefit of paying out if the 
policy holder contracts one of a specified 
list of critical illnesses. These vary 
between companies, so make sure you 
compare not just the cost but the cover 
provided. 

Family income benefit is a term assur¬ 
ance policy, with or without critical ill¬ 
ness cover, that differs by paying out a 
monthly income for a set period rather 
than a lump sum. 

This is often cheaper than a lump sum 
policy and it does away with the worry of 
having to invest a large sum of money at 
a time when the surviving family has 
more important concerns. 

Permanent health insurance pays out 
a monthly income if you are unable to 
work due to accident or sickness. This is 
a long-term plan designed to continue to 
your retirement date or until you return 
to work and should not be confused with 
the short term accident, sickness and 
unemployment plans that have had so 
much bad press. 

Make sure you get good independent 
advice and remember that if a life assur¬ 
ance policy is set up incorrectly you 
could end up with a big inheritance tax 
bill rather than the money going where 
you intended it to.

THE Property Ombudsman is 
demanding that whichever party 
wins General Election urgently 
legislates to improve protection for 
both landlords and tenants who 
employ letting agents. 

The call has been echoed by many across the 
property field who say action needs to be taken 
as soon as possible. 

In his annual report, Ombudsman 
Christopher Hamer urges swift action 
because of the increasing activity in the let¬ 
tings market during the downturn. 

According to his report, the fact that letting 
agents were not covered by the provisions of 
the Consumers, Estate Agents and Redress 
Act is an “alarming inconsistency”. 

Mr Hamer also recommends that landlords 
and tenants only use agents who are members 
of a recognised trade association or any agent 
who is a member of the Property Ombudsman

Association upset 
by new legislation 

LANDLORDS’ “worst fears” have been 
realised with new legislation covering houses 
in multiple occupation, it has been claimed by 
one of the bodies representing them. 

The laws will see landlords required to gain 
planning permission if they purchase a prop¬ 
erty designed to be rented to three or more 
unrelated people. Alan Ward, chairman of the 
Residential Landlords’ Association, criticised 
the legislation on two grounds. 

“First, it is totally impractical,” he said. “And 
second, it is social engineering, because plan¬ 
ning law has never been about who can live 
where - it’s about the use of the building.” 

Mr Ward said landlords were unlikely to 
wait for any administrative delays in planning 
permission being granted. 

His comments come after PropertyEarth.net 
research indicated three-bedroom houses 
made up 57 per cent of all property searches 
by investors. Two-bedroom homes accounted 
for 21 per cent, and four-bedrooms 15 per cent.
